Objections by Defence. 


Mr. Lo: I understand there are 
three charges preferred against 
my cHent and 1 am taking very 
substantial objection to the third 
or “C" charge. I think charges 
“A” and “B” nre alternative 
charges, but “C” is a very objec- 
tionable one from my point of view. 
My objections are fourfold. The 
first is that under Statute Law,- 
no genernl statement of eviderice 
would be sufficient, but when the 
charge is under Common Law the 
offence with which the accused is 
charged and the facts and cir- 
cumatances must be’ set forth in 
the charge so that definite ‘and 
reasonable information ‘be given 
to the defence and accused must 
be positively and 
charged. I submit 
charge Is bad In that it discloses 
no specified offence at all.’ ‘ 

My second’ objection is that if 
the charge discloses any offence 
at all we will. have to place some 
sort of construction on the two 
phrases, “on divers dates between 
July 12 and July 24” and “to de- 
fraud such persons as should 
thereafter be induced to part-with 
money.”’ If this cannot be cons- 
trued as an attempt to defraud it 
is bad on the ground of uncertnin- 
ty, but, if anything at all, it 
amounts to an attempt to de- 
f I do not care how many 
indefinite number of false _pre- 
tences are included, but I will-saay 
that the charge ‘is bad where the 
accused -person.is -churged-elther 
with felony or misdemeanour and 
nt the same time with an uttempr,” 


‘A Prejudicial Effect. 


Mr. Whyte Smith: I think I must 

interrupt. I do not think there 
can be the slightest suggestion of 
attempt to defraud. z 
_ Mr, Lo: If it‘means anything 
at all it menns an attenmt to de- 
fraud, but if It does not mean any- 
thing at all it is bad for its un- 
certainty. - 

“My third submission is that 
the wording contains an indefinite 
number of ‘false pretences.

Whyto Smith will agree with mo 
that ali these ‘four objections I 
have. raised would certainly hava 
the effect of quashing the charge.’ 
/ Mr, d’Almada: 1 wish to as- 
socinte myself with the remarks 
of my learned friend. The effect 
generally speaking, of charge “C” 
would be necessarily embarrass- 
ing to charges “A” and “B.” It 
has no relation to these charges 
and seems to stand by itself in 
its unusual wording. Its total 
lack of proper wording and vaguc- 
nesa is bad.

All Alternative Charges.

Potatoes, for instance, are so dull 
in their plain boiled state that 
eating them becomes, almost 
mechanical.

Atatmoment when there are high 
hopes that the British Government 
will not only tackle the financial 
problem: promptly and effectually, 
but will also bring about con-litions

Genuine Notes. 


“The complainant said they 
Jooked very good and the first dd- 
fondant roplicd that they wore 
excellent and the only thing was 
that thoy were rather bigger than 
the yonuine and he produced a 
third note which ‘appeared to bo 
rather smaller. The theory of the 
prosecution is that these 
were all genuine and one note 
had simply been made smallor by 
paring round the edge. It ia in- 
concelvable that a clever forger 
should fail to get the external 
measurements, of the note right. 

“T-don't rely on that because 
{hat is immaterini to the cose, but 
L mention it because it might make 
things clearer: I want to show 
that this was not a case of show- 
ing forged notes but of showing 
genuine notes and’ pretending 
they were forged, which is the re- 
verse of the usual fraud, 

“The first defendant | told the 
complainant that he could take 
these two notes home in order 
that he might examine them, but 
he insisted on getting no deposit 
of $40 na o surety for thelr safo 
return. That also wos an indica- 
tion that the notes were gentine, 
becaune it was o big deponit to pry 
if they were forgeries, That $40 
was paid back later, 


Money for Business. 


“The complainant did take the 
notes away and it was arranged 
that he was to let the first de- 
fendant know on the following day 
how miny notes: he would take: 
and he was also told that for 
$7,000 he would receive forwed 
notes to the value of $10,000, Tho 
complainant ‘went away to his 
father-in-law and asked for a loan 
of $7,000 for business purposes, 
Sle did not-yet the money then and 
there, but evidently the father-in- 
law entertained the idea of giving 
him an advance for business pur- 
pores. 

“On the following ‘day (July 
24) the first defendant telephoned
